never, on the surface of God's earth, have 1 seen
such men and women a8 I have the last week or two
In New York cit{. They cannot be found. London
may equal (t. Hell does not surpass it,”

At the same moment the one Frothingham
was blowing his trumpet on this side of the
river., He thinks as badly of New York as
does the fraternal Beecher, though his inenl-
pation has a different bent. Beecher abuses
us for overmuch heathenism; Frothingham
for extravagant piety: —

“The superstition that prevails, even (o this ila-
minated city of New York, is worae than famine,
pestilence, war, despotisin, slavery, for it |8 tho
Bource ana substance of all these evils, It Is a taing
0! the soul that ¢louds the sun, pollutes the carth,
and demoralizes all our kleas of God ana virtue.’

That Frothingham means Ohristianity by
“‘superstition” 18 made apparent by a death-
bed anecdote which, with characteristic dis-
régard of decency, he thus narrates; —

*‘1here was an ex-President of the Unlted States,
A good man, honeat, sincere, and pure In his private
and public [ife, who, when he was lald on his death-
bed, called for a minister, and expressad his desire
to be sprinkled in baptism, hoping, as he sald, that
it was not too late. This strong, good man, whea
he came to breathe his last, IIMg no faith in his
virtue, his uprightness, his tidelity in public omce,
bat in that supreme hour hoped to obtain, by some
liraculous grace hidden iu a few drops of “water,
that which a well-spent and hounorable life would
not give him."

Who this ex-President was we are not in-
formed. It certainly was not Washington.
He was ‘‘christened’” in the old-fashioped
wanner, down in Westmoreland, and we
konow all about his death-bed. It certainly
was not Lincoln, who was murderad in a
theatre on Good Friday night, and, more-
over, was not an ex-President. It must, we
imagine, have been John Quincy Adams, If
it were, then surely the bowing down in
huwmility of 8o masculine a spirit as his, the
abnegation of all personal merit, the recog-
nition by a visible sign of his reliance on
something surer and higher than his own
self sufficiency, was the noblest consumma-
tion ible to “‘a well-spent and honorable
life.” Such a death-bed in any case counld

rovoke the speers only of a nature which

d learned to adulate popularity instead of
adoring Providence. In the case of John
Quiney Adams, if his it were, the scoffer out-
ragen the ties of kindred and the sanctities
of a Christian's home to insult the altars of a
Christian faith,

Example is generally admitted to be more

owerful than precepl. It may, therafors,
fesred that when the instructors of our |
youth seck to inculeate moral lessous, their |

poenes whioch the rising generation may be.
bold on their way home., They hear, for in-
stance, of a man who has contrived to geize
the control of & great enterprise in which a
large amount of cng:itnl was invested, be-
longing to persons who are, many of them,
in straitened ocircumstances, His name is
associated with all sorts of trickery and
double-dealing. It might be supposed, there-
fore, that he wonld be looked upon as a
gocial pariab, and that no respoctable

person  would bave anything to do
with  Iim. But the youth who is
fresh from hearing that “‘honesty is

the best policy,” and other old-fashioned
truths, finds it hard to reconcile these lessons
with the every-day incidents of life, The
man who has gone upon the principle that
dishonesly is the best policy flonrishes like
the greon bay tree. He drives out behind a
four-in-band. MHe issnes invitations to par-
ties, and finds plenty of people willing
enongh to accept them. There was a time
when, if a well-known man dared to appear
in a public theatre or concert room in com-
pany with dissolute women, he wonld have
been bhissed. Now we are more tolerant, It
seems safe for anybody to defy publio
opinion. Our daughters are confronted
wherever they go with profligacy in its vilest
forn, and our sons are placed in the way of
seeing that to all appearance nothing pays so
well as swindling,

Until the public take this matter into their
own bands it is hopeless to look for much
improvement. At present the man who
goes flaunting about the streets at the ex-
pense of honest peopla is thought to be rather
an amusing person. His career of villainy is
deemed to be a good joke. Newspapers make
a sort of pet of him, and he surrounds him-
self with agents who are ever rveady to do
any dirty work he may have occasion for,
He finds that almost everything yields to the
power of money. He can be called by any
title he likes, so lopg as he will spend his
money freely. And these sort of men always

comply with that condition. What costs
themws mno  effort to oblain they
can afford to pard with easily.
The moeney which is rightfully the

yroperty of others they spend with wild reck-

fl'.'ﬁ."sﬂf:!iﬂ, and in every kind of vicions indul-
gence. After a long course of that behavior
they become popular., They are called by
their Christian nrmes, and even dsecent women
lock tipon them as only a *‘little eccentrie.”
It is the public who are to blame for most of
these excesses. When a well-known man
dares to show himself in a public theatre with
notoriously abandoned women, he onght to be
hissed out of the place. Until that explosion
has taken place once or twice, we inay expeot
to see that the scenes which disgraced Long
Branch this summer, and are likely to scan-
dalize Now York this winter, will inevitably
Le continuned. The depravity of the youngis
alrendy a subject of alarm to all who go
about the world with theireyes open. What
is it likely to become when the present era
of licentiousness has lasted a little while
longer—when men of notorionsly bad char-
acter are allowed to force themselves into a
conspicnons place 1n the social world? All
society will feel the pernicious infinence of
what is mow going on. Half-a-dozen men, in
league with each other and handed agawnst
the public, are doing as they please with New
York. Is it not nearly time that the public en-
deavored to protect themselves against these
outrages?

THE DEMOCRATIC SCHEME,
From the Chicago Republican,

An examination of several Southern platforms
discleses very clearly what the Democracy by
mean by ‘‘new issues.” Every one of them
affirms the party doetrines of the past, to
the extremest limits of secession; but advise,
ns that doetrine has been overthrown “‘by
violence and usurpation,” that it is safest to
appear to acquiesce until reinstated in anthor-
ity, when all that humanity has gained ean
be safely overthrown. They all agree in de-
pouncing the reconstrnction acts and
the prohibitions of slavery. 'They deny the
right of the nation at large to establish a
uniform citizenship, or the equality of
all men before the law, or the right of
colored men to vote upon local or State
affairs, even by amendments to the National
Constitution; and they none the less now,
than formerly, claim that a State has the nlti-
mate right to decide for itself whether it will
adhere to, or withdraw from the Union, not-
withstanding the decision of the late civil
conflict, In general terms, ‘‘new issues”
mean that they yield nothing, but will work
upon popular prejudices until they can get a
chance to restore the old order of things. In
the South, there is no concealment of the
purpose. At the North, the party is to take
such shape and issue as it is expected will
most easily eajole or deceive the voters., This
is the settled programme.

If any Republican has had the weakness to
believe that incidental guestions like the
tarifi’ or currency have really anything to do
with the ultimate Democratic purpose, lst
bim read up the Southern scheme, as laid
down in the party conventions, We have to
look at the South to find what the party is
really after, because a majority of it reside
there, and that division has always controlled
and dictated the policy and measures of the
Northern section. They hate the republie,
and do not hesitate o say so, boldly
and deflantly. Of minor questions, and
matters of mere detail, in the form of
administration, they care nothing. What
they aim to get rid of is the recognized
equality of all men, To reach that, they are
ready for an alliavce with either free-trader
or protectionist—bondholder, banker or pao-
ple, who will aid them. Every side issue is
fish for their net, so it works to their restora-
tion to the contrel of the Government again,
The scheme is a deep one—a wide-spread
conspiracy against popular liberty—and pro-
fessed acyuiescence for a season is only the
means to reach a different end. It is bad
enough for Hepublicans to be deceived by

fessed l’riengu, but what could equal the
olly of being eheated by their enemies?

SOME ILLUSTRATIONS IN TAXATION.
From the Cincinnati Times.

The Railrond Review congratulates the
railway stockholders on the abolition of the
tax on fares which will soon take effeet. It
is said by the Review that this will inorease
the value of the stocks, since it will inorease
the net profits of the roads. Of course, then,
the abolition of the tax is not to be followed
by a reduetion of fares, and the amonnt thus
collected has come out of the stockholders
instead of the people who patronize the
roads,

It is & very general opinien that taxation
cannot be so levied that it will not fall npon
labor, and every man who works be made to
pay bis share of it, It is true that labor pro-
duces all weslth and incomes out of which
taxes are paid; but it is also true that soma
taxes are paid by the capitalists —as, for ex-
ample, the tax on railway fares as confessed
—leaving them &0 much less of the prodaa.
tion of labor for themselves; whils other
tuxes, anch as those on tea, coffas, RUZAT,

consumers, and made a source o
profit to the eapitalist.

Such a tax has been lovied on sireet rail-
way fares.

Naturally, taxes on any artiols increase its
cost to the oconsumer; but there are certain
taxes which capitalists pa{ and, by reason of
eompetition, canvot make others pay for
them, Such a tax is that on inocomes, since a
man making $20,000 a year is not able to
incronse his prices because he pays $1000 tax
on his income. Suppose the income of a
newspaper establishmaont be £100,000—a tax
of ten per cont. would yield $10,000, leaving
still s net income of §0,000,

Would the proprietor ‘‘throw up” his estab-
lishment becanse his net profits under the
tax are but 2500007 Wonld he raise his
prices for papers and advertising in conse.
quence of the tax? Not exactly: because ho
is controlled by compelition, and the old
rates are amply profitable notwithstending
the inx.

THE CENSUS OF ILLINOIS.
From the Chicano Trilinne,
We priuted recently a full report of the
census returns of this State.e The grand
total, with one precinot in Peoria county to

be heard from, is 2,567,032, The population
of the Slate in 1860 was 1,711,951, The gain
18 855,078, or over 50 per cent. The popn-

The
increase from 1560 to 1870 is greater than
the whole population of the State in 1550,
The population in 1570 is more than three
times what it was in 1850, Illinois now
takes rank as the fourth State in population,
being exceeded only by New York, Pennsyl-
vania, and Ohio, and, in all probability, the
difference between lllinois and Ohio has
been largely rednced. The increase in this
city bas been 111 per cent., but otherwise has
been general in all parts of the State, the
average outside of this city and county being
slightly over 43 per cent. LaSalle connty re-
tains 1ts rapk as the second county in the
State in point of population. In other States
the cities have gained, but at the loss of the
country districts. In this State this has not
been the case. Though some counnties have
not incrensed at the same rate that others
bave, the increase has been general.

The census being complete, the Governor
will make the Legislative apportionment ac-
cordingly, and will annonnce it on the 23th.

THE REPEAL MUDDLE.
Frowi the Washington Star,

The question as to whether Congress las
reslly abolished the office of Secretary of the
Interior, and indeed the Interior Department,
seems to be a more serious one than at first
appeared.

The facts are these:—The Interior Depart-
ment was created by an act of #3d March,
15449, entitled “*An act to establish the Home
Department, and to provide for the Treasury
Department an Assistant Seerelary of the

| Treasury and a Commissioner of Customs,”

| sury, and provides for some details,

(9 Statutes at Large, chap. cviii, p. 305.)
This act creates an Interior Department, and
i)rm'idc-ﬂ for the appointment of a Secretary.

t transfers to that office the supervision of
patents, of the General Land Office, tho ac-
counts ef marshals, eto.; the Indian, Pension,
and Census Bureaus, and of the public build-
ings and the Penitentiary, and it also creates
the office of Assistant Secretary of the Trea-
Subse-
quent legislation added some special duties
to the oflice.

The late Congress, by ‘“An act to reviss,
consolidate, and amend the statutes relating
to patents and copyrights,” approved sth of
July, 1870, greatly changed the details of
these laws. It certainly looked to the con-
tinued existence of the office of Secretary of
the Interior. DBat, in the repealing elause, it
is expressly declared “‘that the acts and parts
of acts set forth in the schedule of acts cited,
hereto annexed, are hereby ropealed, withont
roviving any acts or parts of acts repealed by
any of said acts, or by any clanse or provi-
sions therefor.” The proviso has soms im-
material savings as to aotecedent rights,
Then, not in the schedule, but in the repeal-
ing scotion, and before the siguatures of the
oficers, is “‘act of March 3, 1519, chapter 103,

| volume 9, page 305,

Thus, whatsver may be urged as history
and of want of legislative intention in words,
the act oreasting the ofiices of Seccretary of
the Interior and Assistant Seerotary of the
Treasury is repealed. The words are plain
and nnambiguous. The repealing clause em-

| braces a dozen other acts, and whatever may

be said against the repeal of one may be urged
as to all others,

As to the reason, and spirit, and effects,
and consequences of such a repeal, they are
for the lawyers and judges, when proper
cases shall be made. Now that the discovery
is made, questions must jmmediately arise
for the Comptroller, for the Executive, the
Department of Justice, and the courts, The
very doubit may lead to the serions considera-
tion of an extra session.
